On November 22, 1553, I was driving a rented lihlte Valiant cutcxcbile 
west cn Elm Street and vac proceeding to fcha overpass in a westerly 
direction and at a point about 45 or 50 feat east of ths overhead signs 
of tha right entrance road to the overpass, there was a truck parked 
cn tha right hand side of. the road.
